Their 
combined vote is considerably in excess of His, indicating that 
the ihajority of the voters of the party is not in sym pathyi? 
w ith th® nominee. However, his nomination is an accomplished 
fact and now* comes a problem of readjustm ent. 
A great deal depends on the action of the precinct and 
county conventions which will choose delegates to the state 
convention where the platform will be written upon which the 
.fight will be waged for the ticket at the November election. 
If W alton's friends control these of course the platform will 
be w ritten according to their views, but if his opponents con­ 
trol these conventions and write a platform in which the : 
planks of the Shawnee platform are ignored how will m atters ! 
stand? It will be up to W alton to choose w hether he will stand 
on the platform of the regular convention or stay with the I 
Shawnee demands. On his decision will depend the course of 
the campaign and until there is something definite along this 
line the Democratic party is considerably at sea.

Whee I 
lived ,on.. the-, farm two years ago 
we lost a fair sized per centage of 
our turkeys in this manner and I 
have never felt very kindly towards 
reckless drivers since.
